KU KLUX KLAN ASSAILED 
BY U. S. SUPREME COURT 


In Decision Upholding New York Law for 
Filing of Information, Order Is Critisized 
for Stimulating Prejudice. 


By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—In an 

Opinion delivered by Justice Van 

Devanter and bristling with criti- 


cism of the Ku Klux Klan, the 
Supreme Court today upheld a 
New York law requiring unincor- 
porated associations requiring an 
oath as a condition of membership 
to file detailed information with 
the Secretary of State. 

The decision, with which Justice 
McReynolds disagreed, was made 
in a case brought by George W. 
Bryant, a member of the klan, who 
was convicted at Buffalo following 
failure of the organization to sub- 
mit such a report. Bryant had at- 
tacked the law as an unconstitu- 
tional infringement on his rights 
and privileges. 

Justice Van Deventer said the 
Court assumed that the New York 
Legislature had before it such in- 
formation as was “readily avail- 
able, including the published re- 
port of a hearing before a Com- 
mittee of the House of Representa- 
tives of the Fifty-seventh Congress 
relating to the formation, purposes 
and activities of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Assails Activities of Klan. 

“If so it was advised—putting 
aside controverted evidence—that 
the order,’’ the Justice said, ‘‘was 
a revival of the Ku Klux Klan of 
an earlier time with additional fea- 
tures borrowed from the Know- 
nothing and the A. P. A. orders Of 
other periods; that its membership 
was limited to native-born, gentile, 
Protestant whites; that in part of 
its constitution and printed creed 
it proclaimed the widest freedom 
for all and full adherence to the 
Constitution of the United States,

He ended the decision by saying 
it was concluded that all the. “‘ob- 
jections urged against the statute 
are untenable, as held by the courts 
below.” 

Discrimination Alleged. 

Justice Van Devanter said the 
main contention made under the 
equal protection clause was ‘hat 
the statute discriminated against 
the klan and other associations in 
that it excepted from its require- 
ments several associations having 
oathbound membership, such as la- 
bor unions, the Masonic frater- 
nity, the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows, the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and the Knights of 
Columbus—all named in another 
statute which provides for their 
incorporation and requires’ the 
names of their officers as elected 
from time to time to be repotred 
to the Secretary of Satte. 

The Justice then reviewed a 
number of decisions. by lower 
courts, and

between associations, said that it 
was a “matter of common knowl- 
edge” that the klan “functions 
largely at night, its members dis- 
ruised by hoods and gowns and 
doing things calculated to strike 
terror into the minds of the peo- 
ple.”

PALO ALTO, Cal., Nov. 19.— 
Two men and a University of Cali- 
fornia student were in jail here to- 
day charged with disturbing the 
peace “by displaying communistic 
banners’ at the railroad _ station 
while President-elect Hoover was 
waiting to board a train for San 
Pedro last night to embark on his 
South American good will tour. 

Officers said they doubted if Mr. 
Hoover saw either the men or 
their banners because at the mo- 
ment of the arrest he faced a bat- 
tery of cameramen for flashlight 
pictures. They said he looked 
around over the cheering crowd 
after the flashlights were exploded 
but whether attracted by the small 
flurry caused by the arrests or 
whether he was absorbed in taking 
a farewell look at-his_ fellow 
townsmen, they were unable to Say. 

The prisoners were hustled away 
to jail and held withov: bail.

Police exhibited. two captured 
banners, one reading “Down With 
Imperialism,” and the other 
Iinarked “‘Communism.”

KIOTO, Japan, Nov. 19.—Fe the 
fountain head of the worship of 
his great ancestress, Amiatertsu 
Omikami, the Sun Goddess, Hiro- 
hito, the newly enthroned Emperor 
of Japan, journeyed today to wor- 
ship ag&in in the presence of the 
spirit of this deity from whom, ac- 
cording to traditions, he and his 
123 predecessors descended. 

Accompanied by his consort, Em- 
press Nagako, by other members 
of the imperial family and by the 
ranking officers and ritualists of 
his court, the Emperor made the 
short train journey from Kioto 
this morning to the twin villages 
of Uji-Yamada, in the ancient 
province of Ise (pronounced Ee- 
Say), near which is the Sun God- 
dess’ shrine. The Japanese desig- 
nate this focal point of Shinto, 
their national religion, simply as 
the great shrines. 

The sovereigns will stay in the 
temporary imperial lodge at Ya- 
mada until Thursday when they 
will return to Kioto.

his own political career, Juliu 
Maniu, Rumania’s new Premier, 
declared he intends to lift the curse 
of Balkanism from Rumania and 
give its people an enlightened Gov- 
ernment based on the principles 
ehunciated by the great Civil War 
President. 

“Our regime,” said the Transyl- 
vanian lawyer, “will be truly ‘a 
Government of the people, for the 
people, by the people.’ Lincoln 
freed the slaves; our task is to 
emancipate millions of our peas- 
ants, who heretofore have been 
held in. a state of virtual vassalage 
by rapacious political cliques who 
have exploited them for their own 
gain. 

“fT am confident that the forth- 
coming elections, in which the le- 
gions of toilers of Rumania will be 
free for'the first time to cast their 
votes honestly, will usher in a new 
era of public honesty, cleanliness 
and morality in our national life. 
Heretofore morality has bent the 
knee..to politics: we shall reverse 
that. Morality will be enthroned 
with the figures of — justice, 
righteousness and national honor.” 

That the new Premier backs up 
his proposed reforms by vigorous 
acts is shown by his abolition of 
censorship and restrictions of per- 
sonal liberty. He has abrogated 
marfial law throughout the coun- 
try except in a seven-mile wide 
zone along the Russian frontier. 
He has dismissed hundreds of of- 
ficeholders who had sinecures, to 
say the least. 


Complete Metamorphosis. 

Emphasizing his words with vig- 
orous gestures, Maniu, who is just 
past 55 but look 10 years younger, 
said that, ‘‘after the approaching 
elections, in which we know we 
shall be successful, there will be a 
complete, moral, political, econom- 
ic and financial metamorphosis in 
Rumania.

SAFEGUARDING THE SCHOOLS. 


It is gratifying to note that steps have been taken 
by a group of distinguished educators to protect 
American schools against the propaganda of special 
interests. This step, of course, is prompted by the 
revelation of the activities of the Power Trust in sub- 
sidizing professors and tampering with school books 
to serve its own’ private interests. These revelations 
were shocking. They disclosed a villainous con- 
spiracy on the part of the combined public utilities 
to mislead the public mind by paying educators to 
deliver lectures against public ownership of utilities 
or water power and to bias the minds of pupils of 
schools and colleges against public ownership of any 
sort, by revising the school books. 

That such a conspiracy, which the National Educa- 
tional Association designated as “a crime against 
youth,” and which the president of the American 
Federation of Teachers calls “the greatest crime 
against civilization” could be accomplished was aston- 
ishing to the public. The public’s confidence in the 
intellectual integrity of teachers and in the honesty 
of authorities who control school-book publications 
was rudely shocked by the revelations of the Trade 
Commission. 

The “Save Our Schools Committee,” of which 
Bishop Francis J. McConnell is chairman and Dr. 
John Dewey of Columbia University vice chairman, 
has two things to accomplish. One is to safeguard 
the school books and the other is to strengthen the 
code of ethics governing the teachers. So far we 
have heard of no penalty or rebuke for the profes- 
sors who grossly violated the ethical standard which 
should govern all teachers by surreptitiously selling 
their opinions to the agents of the Power Trust. So 
far, all the punishment meted out to them has been 
the scorn of the public opinion. That is severe, but 
it lacks the force of direct action. The least that.can 
be expected is the condemnation of organized pro- 
fessors and teachers. 

What can be done to safeguard school books from 
the tampering of special interests has yet to be de- 
vised by the committee. It is a rather difficult task. 
It can at least correct the damage that has been done 
and establish a standard for the school authorities 
and the book publishers. 

The organizing of the committee with a strong per- 
sonnel in every State is a wholesome sign. It will 
have an excellent effect. Its action will supplement 
the force of public opinion. The existence of the 
committee is a warning both to school authorities 
and dishonest teachers that the public will not brook 
such criminal conspiracies by special interests to 
mislead the youth of the land and to deceive the peo- 
ple. We hope for something more effective than that 
from the committee. 

Nothing the Power Trust has done has accom- 
plished more in directing public attention to and pub- 
lic condemnation upon its vicious activities to control 
natural resources and exploit the people, than this 
conspiracy. It at least has suffered the penalty of 
public damnation.

RESTRICTING THE INJUNCTION. 

Both Mr. Hoover and Gov. Smith promised during 
the campaign restrictions upon the widespread use 
of the injunction. The injunction became prevalent, 
particularly in labor disputes, while Mr. Daugherty 
was Attorney-General of the United States. It reached 
a grotesque height within the present year at Min- 
neapolis, where a political injunction was used to 
suppress an opposition newspaper. 

A subcommittee of the Senate J udiciary Committee 
has drawn a bill with which to test the parties out 
in this matter. The subcommittee consists of Scn- 
ator Norris of Nebraska, Senator Blaine of Wiscon- 
sin, and Senator Walsh of Montana. The bill would 
forbid Federal Courts to issue injunctions to prevent 
any person or persons from: 

1. Ceasing or refusing to perform any work or to 
remain in any relation of employment. | 

2. Becoming or remaining a member of any labor | 
organization or any employer organization. 

3. Paying or giving to or withholding from.any 
person participating in and interested in a labor 
dispute, any strike or unemployment benefits or in- 
surance or other moneys. 

4. Giving publicity to the existence of or the facts | 
involved in any labor dispute, whether by advertis- | 
ing, speaking, patrolling, or by any other method not | 
involving fraud or violence. 

5. Assembling peaceably to act or to organize to | 

| 
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act in promotion of their interests in a labor dis- 
pute. . | 

The bill would also eliminate all injunctions hith- 
erto issued on the ground that strikers were “con- 
spiring” to do any of the above things. 

This is an issue which has been made acute on | 
both sides of the Atlantic by use of the injunction 
to stop a general strike in the British Isles. It is | 
improbable that such a bill'as Senator Norris and | 
his colleagues have drafted will get through Con- 
gress. It will, of course, be endorsed by the Amer- | 
ican Federation of Labor; but it will likely encoun- 
ter determined opposition from employers. It can- 
not be said that either candidate for the presidency 
went so far as this. Certainly it is far Beyond the 
position taken by Mr. Hoover. 

Although Congress may not take so great a leap | 
towards abolishing the abuses of injunctions yet the | 
bill sets a standard of liberal reform for ultimate

It has been the custom of older magazines to rely 
on famous names to sell their product, no matter how 
trashy, shopworn and trite the output of these au- 
thors had become. Mencken encourages young writers 
and gives them a field of expression. Many of his 
contributors were utterly unknown five years ago. 
He has given much of his time to their development, 
because he prefers a novice's carefully-done triolet 
to a poor sonnet by Shakspeare. 

While Mencken's daring attacks on the sacred cows 
of American life bave caused offense to many, and 
while his intemperance (though it is always leav- 
ened by humor) is well-recognized, he has undoubt- 
edly introduced a healthy criticism into American 
letters.

HIRTY years ago Great Britain 
the trustee responsible to man- 
an as a highway of com- 
merce. That is no longer, nor will it ever 
again be, the position. There are two trus- 
tees. They are Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States. We inay like it, or we may dis- 
like it, but we have to lumpit. It is useless 
to fight a fact, and this is a fact. 

In this dual or rival trusteeship, however 
vou regard it, Great Britain controls’ the 
Suez Canal and the United States controls 
the Panama Canal, Each canal is an inter- 
national highway, usable on equal terms 
by the tonnage of all countries. The ap- 
proaches to each canal form spheres of in- 
fluence for which the respective trustees are 
responsible. Each trustee asserts, and in- 
sists on the world accepting, its own Mon- 
roe Doctrine, In both cases the world ac- 
quiesceés. 

In the execution of the trust both sov- 
ereignties have laid themselves open to 
criticism. At one time the tolls on the Suez 
Canal were as indefensible in amount as the 
tolls on the Panama Cana! would be if they 
were differential. But both countries have 
rectified their errors, and today these great 
waterways are of immense value to the 
human race. The task, which is well ful- 
filled both by Great Britain and the United 
States, is the same task. 

The interest of the United States in the 
Suez Canal is commercial. The interest of 
Great Britain In the Panama Canal is com- 
mercial, The interest of Great Britain and 
the United States in the freedom of the 
seas is commercial. It is an interest on 
both sides which, so far from conflicting 
with itself, is identical. 

The use which the United States wishes 
to make of the ocean is precisely the same 
peaceful use which Great Britain wishes to 
make of the ocean. Neither nation seeks a 
privilege exclusive of other nations. Neither 
nation aims at a monopoly. Both nations 
obtain a full objective if the ocean is safe, 
Yet these would be the two nations which,

Really it is time for plain speaking. The 
Admiralty talk about our far-flung em- 
pire. What is that empire? It is an alli- 
ance of commonwealths, with India and 
equatorial Africa. Let us suppose that we 
refuse to the United States a parity on the 
ocean, and that perplexities develop, as as- 
suredly they will. Are we certain that our 
far-flung empire is prepared to stand with 
us, shoulder to shoulder, in pursuance of 
such a policy? This matter is far too grave 
for party politics, and it is tn no contro- 
versial spirit that I ask the question wheth- 
er, in declining parity, Mr. Churchill has 
any warrant for- assuming that Canada, 
that Australia, that South Africa are pre- 
pared to enter into the incalculable risks 
manifest in the alternative. If the British 
sovereignty is to be secure, it must be rec- 
ognized that the trusteeship of the ocean is 
now vested in the whole body of English- 
speaking nations; and the United States, if 
I know anything about her policy, intends 
that it shall be recognized. Parity does not 
mean that the influence of the English- 
speaking nations is weakened. But it does 
mean that no English-speaking nation shall 
be in a position on the ocean to dominate 
the others. 

* SI e 
N view of these fundamentals, it is cer- 


tainly pitiful that the quarrel over cruis- 
ers, and even over six-inch or eight-inch 
guns, should have assumed an importance 
so delusive. The value of a naval agree- 
ment with the United States would far out- 
weigh these factors, the importance of 
which, indeed, would be reduced by the 
very circumstance that an agreement had 
been reached. 

In time of peace the freedom of the seas 
means precisely the same thing for al] na- 
tions in the English-speaking world. It ts 
only in time of war that a distinction has to 
be drawn. The distinction needs to be 
clearly defined. On the British side, the 
speeches are all about a crowded island that 
might be starved out, and you would sup- 
pose that the United States were anxious 
to threaten our food supply. The fact is, 
of course, the exact reverse of this. The 
contest between London and Washington 
is not due to any proposal by the United 
States to starve Britain, but to Britain's in- 
sistence on the right to starve other peo- 
ple. It may be a right on which we should 
insist. But at least let us be clear in our 
minds as to the truth of the matter. 

The British argument is familiar. She 
wishes to use sea-power, virtually without 
restriction, in order to enforce what may 
be called an extended blockade on neutral 
countries in Europe. The question that she 
has now to decide is whether that claitn js 
or is not worth the friendship and co-op- 
eration of a great and growing country like 
the United States. Britain can have the 
extended blockade, or she can have a rea! 
intimacy with this country, but she cannot 
have both. She must make her choice. In 
the event of European war, the United 
States does not intend to be placed again 
in the position of trading only with the 
friends of Great Britain. That is the posi.

Twenty-three resulted in 
victories for “form.” 

Seven were reversals of 
form—some of the choices 
were made on very narrow 


margins, 


Three games resulted in ties. 

One game was pot played, 
due to bad field conditions. 

That is a percentage of prac- 
tically .700, counting in ties as 
defeats for the form. Con- 
Sidering that the games chosen 
were “crucial” contests, played 
near the end of the § sea- 
Son and with all elevens pre- 
sumably going at their very best, 


the natural conclusion is that 
football is, after all, not a 
haphazard game, but highly 


formful, even from a compara- 
tive score basis. Were full know!- 
edge of team conditions on the 
day before each game possible, 
the percentage of winners picked 
might be still higher. 


Two Clear “Form” Cases 


Be connection with the form, 
two interesting games were the 
Wisconsin-Iowa and the Nebras- 
ka-Pittsburg events. The “dope” 
declared for Wisconsin to beat 
the favorite Iowa, and for the 
underdog Pittsburg to trim the 
highly favored Nebraska team.
